Now comes the most extraordinary thing of all in 
this trial. The defendant did attempt to ‘‘torture’’ 
Mr. Clement Scott by cross-eXamination, and dtd 
attempt to prove that he levied contributions on ac- 
tors and actresses in connection with The Theater— 
anattempt which = signally failed, and finally 
brought Lord Coleridge down on the defendant's 
counsel. But there was not even an attempt to 
prove the truth of the main accusation against Mr. 
Scott. The whole case turned on the question 
whether Mr. Clement seott did ordid not blackmai] 
Admiral Giyn. Butit was the plaintiffand not the 
defendant who put Admiral Glyn into the witness 
box. The admiral testified that he § had 
volunteered to help Mr. Scott, and thatit was with 
reference to this general proposal that Mr. Seott 
made the specific application for the $2,500; which 
he lent him out offrendship, and also ‘‘out of love 
forartand 5 per cent.’”’ Then Mr. Russell asked: 
‘Is there the slightest ground for the sugges- 
tion thatin reference to thisadvanece of £500 the 
nluintiff either directly orindirectly, by threat ex- 
pressed or implied, mentioned or made allusion to 
Miss Neilson or her propergy?’’ And the admiral 
answered: ‘“‘Nove whatever; it isa most malicious 
lie.’’ 

There is simply nothing left of the case after that 
question aud noaswer. But that did not prevent the 
lofendanis counsel from trvinge it out—I had al- 
most wiitten tryingit on. Everything was urged 
that could be urgeo—every innuendo, every insin- 
ation, every dark hint that might damage Mr. 
Clement Scott with the jury or the public. The 
judge allowed it—was obliged to allow it, I sup- 
pose. It was obvious enough that Mr. Clement 
Scott isan impuisive nau, sensitive, not always dis- 
creetin controversy, not atall prudentin business, 
If any point was made against him it was this: that 
in some imstances actresses had paid for the iip- 
pearance of their photographs in Mr, Scott’s maga- 
zine, and for their biographies at advertisement 
rates, It was remarked with some force that a dra- 
matic critic would do betterto keep himself free 
from business relations of any kiud with actorsand 
actresses—that his magazine depended in part for 
support or patronage on the people whom its editor 
was constantly called upon in his other capacity to 
praise or censure. That isa just criticism. But it has 
absolutely nqthing to no with the question whether 
Mr. Seott blackmailed Admiral Glyn, and waeth- 
er, if he did, what The Referee said on the subject 
was within the limits of fairecomment. Moreover, 
Mr. Charles Dickens, whois the printer of the mag- 
azine, swore that Mr. Scott had nothing to do with 
the business management. ‘All Mr. Scott knows 
of the business is confined to the quarterly state- 
ment which I send him.’’ 

When the lord chief justice came to address the 
jury he teld them with unmistakable plainness 
what he-thought of the whole matter. ‘‘Was the 
story true?’’ ‘“‘Wasitanything like trne’” ‘Was 
there ever such slight evidence offered in support 
of such a libel?’ ‘‘Could anything be more dis- 
‘reditable than the conduct of the defendant?’’ 
“What proof was there that the plaintiff tried to 
extort money, from anybody*"’ hese and many 
other questions and observations show Lord Cole- 
ridge’sopiiion of the case and of the evfdence. Of 
the libel itself he said hardly any libel could be 
Worse, and he called on the jury, if they did not 
believe it trne, to give damages which sheuld be 
exemplary, adequate, and yet moderate; ‘‘adequate | 
to vindicate Mr. Scott's character; but so far mod- 
erate as not to be deemed excessive’’—in plain Eng- 
lish, not so large as to support a motion for a new 
trial on the ground that they were excessive. To 
this the sure responded by a verdict for Mr. Clement 
Seott for the sum of $7,500—one of the heaviest 
known in a libel suit. As Mr. Sampson will have 
the costs on both sides to pay, he will be lucky if 
he . escapes the expenditure of twice t- 
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weekly and almost daily turned out by journals of 
large circulation.

“ach a contest under such conditions as I have in- 
dicated above. ijt has been truly said that for one 
ease in which a victim ventures to seek redress 
from the courts, dozens prefer to suffer in silence. 
The worst of it all is that this journalism 
of scandal and outrage pays. The Referee is a good 
property. Heavy damages and even criminal! pros- 
eetition and imprisonment fail to silence men who 
jind that profits may be made by libels. Rosen- 
berg was sent to jail fur eighteen months. but the 
filthy sheetin which he calumniated Mrs. West has 
been revived, and is sold without check in the 
public streets. Mr. Henry Sampson will doubtless 
continue toedit and publish the paper whicha jury 
and a lord chief justice have branded asinfa- 
mous. Butevery such verdict helps. Lucrative 
ruscality becomes less lucrative. Journalism of the 
baser sort is made more aifficult and dangerous. 
Libels are published, but they are published more 
¢wutiously, English journalism, as a whole, stands 
too high to be much injured by such exposures. 
There can hardly be many men who would stand up 
in court, as Mr. llenry Sumpson did, and unblush- 
ingly avow that what he writes he writes ‘‘from a 
sense of duty so far as it pavs.”’ :

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AN EXHIBITION OF STAMPS. 


A Curious Show in Vienna—Seome Facts About the 
World's Letter Writing. 

On the 14th of November there was opened at 
Vienna an exhibition of postal and telegraph 
stamps. It was gotten up by the club of the Phila- 
talists, a society of collectors who regard the study 
of stamps as a branuth of history, and desire to raise 
itto the level of Numismatics and Sphragisties. 
The collection formed by these enthusiasts, though 
interesting and instructive, is decidecly monoton- 
ous to the eyes of ordinary mortals. Nevertheless 
the display of stamps, envelopes, postal cards and 
the like gives a striking picture of the development 
within the last forty years of communicaticn 
in all parts of the world, and of the facility and 
cheapness with which itis esrried on. It may be 
added that such collections of stamps will be in- 
valuable to future writers of history, by enabling 
them to test the genuineness o1 documents by these 
oflicial marks, thus corroborating the evidence that 
can be drawn from the water mark on the seal. 
That such a collection contains real historic mate- 
rialsis seen in Dr. Moschkan’s collection of stamps 
during the Franco-Prussian war. He exhibits the 
stamps and the coveen of the German and French 
field post-oflices, and of the field post-office of 
the Swiss corps of observation, a postage stamp 
for Alsace issued by the North German Bund 
August 1, 1870, balloon letters from Paris and Metz, 
the photographically reduced letters for the pigeou 
post, stamps issued under Gambetta’s dictatorship, 
afid others by private firms who managed the 
postal communication during the commune. He 
exhibits the first stamps of the German empire and 
of the French republic, and one which bears the 
head of the Count de Chambord, issued by’ the 
legitimists in 1870, in anticipation of a bourbon res- 
toration. 

Among the portraits of postal reformers which 
grace the walls of the exhibition are those of Sir 
Rowland Hill gnd the Duchess de Longueville. 
This hereine of The Froude introduced envelopes in 
1635 for letters carried by the Paris city post. En- 
velopes with an impressed stamp were used first in 
Sardinia in 181%. The Spanish stamps reflect. in the 


A 
collection of Spanish stamps from 1450 to 18538 
is valued at £150. The Austrian stamps, including 
those for Holstein under the Austrian oceupation, 
and for Bosnia, amount to 2,262 specimens. There
